He belongs to the American 
Federation of Teachers, AFL, 
with which many of the coun- 
try’s leading educators are af- 
filiated. 


Starr was the only one of 100 ap- 
plicants for the appointment to 
pass a series of oral and written 
examinations and interviews which 
lasted a year. 

The mayor told Commissioner of 
Investigation Herlands to find out 
why the board, by a 4-2 vote, turned 
down the recommendation of Starr 
by its own experts—the board of 
superintendents and the board of 
examiners. 

La Guardia acted after receiving 
a protest from David Dubinsky, 
president of the International La- 
dies’ Garment Workers’ Union. 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, tele- 
graphed Ellsworth Buck, board of 
education president, calling the 
board’s reasons for turning down 
Starr “contrary to the principies 
democracy and our American 
way of life.” He said: 

“T urge that fitness, ability, quali- 
fications and character be consid- 


ered as determining factors in the 
selection.” 


Wendell Willkie said: 


“If Mr. Starr was rejected solely 
because he was employed by a 
union and believed in its principles, 
a basic American right has been 
violated. If there was ever a time 
when such prejudices should not 
be prevalent in American life it is 
now when we are fighting for free- 
dom.” 


Despite general condemnation of 
the board’s action, Buck made clear 
that he was standing pat on his 
position that Starr is unfitted for 
the, post because he is a “labor 
protagonist.”

CIO Rejects Truce With A. F. of L. 


The CIO has rejected new AFL proposals for a no-raiding agree- 
ment in the interests of promoting labor unity and the nation’s war 
effort. 

The latest attempt to seek a truce to inter-union strife took place 
at a meeting of the AFL-CIO peace committee at the Washington 
hotel which lasted two days. 

The represehtatives of the AFL submitted the following proposal 
to the conference: 

“It is the unanimous policy of this committee, in pursuing its 
objective, namely, labor unity, that there will be no raiding by 
the AFL where the CIQ has a contract or agreement or has won 
a representation election and that in retdirn there will be no 
raiding by the CIO where the AFL has a contract or agreement 
or has won a representation election.” 

This proposal was designed to end the wave of raiding by CIO 
unions against shipyards and war production plants now under con- 
tract with AFL unions. 

In rejecting it, the CIO made it clear that it proposes to con- 
tinue such raids in all cases where contracts have been signed 
before an election has been held. 

At the conclusion of the conference, AFL Vice President Harry C. 
Bates announced that he and CIO President Murray will set a date 
in the near future for the next meeting of the peace committee.

‘FOR 13,000 STREET CAR EMPLOYES

The national war labor board approved a wage increase of 


9 cents per hour, retroactive to 


June 1, 1942, for the 13,000 em- 


ployes of the Chicago surface lines who are members of Division 


other adjustments to some 
groups of the employes cov- 
ered, was awarded by a board 


of arbitration on December 3, 
1942. The back pay to be received 
by each member for regular hours 
of work alone will amount to about 


$200. The total increase for the 
workers for the contract year is 
more than $3,000,000. 


The board of arbitration, with 
the approval of the national 
war labor board, further elim- 
inated an existing differential 
of 3 cents between the wages 
of the operators of small and 
large buses in favor of the 
higher rate of 93 cents to which 
it added the general increase of 
9 cents awarded to all employes — | 
covered. 

It also granted an additional in- 
crease of 5 cents for motormen on 
| cinder, supply, construction, mail 
and work cars, in order to equalize 
their rates with that paid to the 
2-man passenger car operators, and 
created a uniform system of salary 
rates for various clerical employes. 


The board of arbitration had 
found that the employes were en- 
titled to an increase of approxi- 
mately 7 cents to compensate them 
for the increased cost of living 
since January 1, 1941, under the 
little steel formula, and the award- | 


ing of the additional 2 cents was 
justified on the following grounds: 
the wages of the Chicago employes 
had been higher than those in the 
industry elsewhere for many years, 
jand the disturbance of this rela- 
_tionship by increases obtained in 
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injustice which had to be remedied; 
the work performed by the em- 
ployes has become increasingly 
difficult because of the increase in 
the number of passengers, putting 
a greater strain and tension on the 
men to perform their work and to 
carry their passengers safely; the 
contract had been opened up at a 
time when the federal government 
had not yet taken jurisdiction over 
wages agreed upon by collective 
bargaining, and the employes 
should not be penalized by the de- 
lay resulting from the protracted 
negotiations and the ensuing arbi- 
tration proceedings. 

The national war labor board 
approved the award on _ the 
ground that it was in accord- 
ance with the national wage 
stabilization policy and that it 
was the board’s policy to en- 
courage arbitration and to up- 
hold awards that did not vio- 
late such policy. 


The board of arbitration con-
